1 . (once amended) An aqueous antimicrobial composition for disinfecting, 
sanitizing or cleaning surfaces, comprising: 

(a) about 0.5% ft^l 0% by volume of at least one essential oil exhibiting 
antimicrobial pnsiperties in a water carrier; 

(b) about 2 to 12% by volume of a solvent sufficient to form an aqueous 
mixture of the essenual oils in the water carrier; 

(c) sufficient water to make aa 1 00% by volume; and 

(d) about 1 to 1000 ppm of an agW for introducing ions into the water.
